Been In tho 8tats Department Whan 
It W as Burnsd but For Pleasanton's 
Final Glancs Around th* Room. 


Comparatively few of the present 
generation know how near to tieing 
lost w h s once the moat precious.of our 
nut tonal 
documents, 
the Declaration 
of Independence. 
It was during the 
war of 1812. 
The Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence hung for many years in a 
fram e In the state departm ent In the 
room then occupied by Stephen Pleas- 
O ilton 
Mr. Beaseley. commissary of 
prisoners of w ar In London, forw arded 
to the Rtate departm ent some London 
newspapers, stating that the English 
fleets and transports were receiving 
troops at Bordeaux, France, with th e 
Intention of operating against W ash­ 
ington and Baltimore. 
Soon after It 
wus learned that the British fleet w as 
In Chesapeake bay and that it w as 
ascending the Patuxent. 
The officials 
and citizen* of the little capital city 
were hourly expecting an attack. 
Upon 
receipt 
of this Information, 
which 
was a 
few days before the 
enemy entered Washington. Mr. M on­ 
roe. then secretary of state. Jam es 
Madison Iicing president, mounted bis 
horse, rode to Benedict, a small village 
on Die Patuxent, where the British 
force- were belug landed, and climbed 
an eminence within a quarter of a mile 
ot the village. In order to ascertain 
the strength of the enemy. 
Being con- 
vin.’, d. after his Inspection, th at we 
had no force available that could suc­ 
cessfully resist them, he sent a note to 
Mr. Pleasonton by a vldette, advising 
him lo see that the best care w as ta k ­ 
en of the hooks sud pajiers of the state 
departm ent. 
A. ling at once tipou this authority, 
Mr Pleaaotiton purchased some coarse 
linen and had It made into bag* of 
suitable size. iii which he, assisted by 
others In the office, placed tho books 
and other pallors. 
While engaged in this work General 
Armstrong, 
then 
secretary 
of 
war. 
passing the state department on his 
way to bis own office, rem arked that 
he thought 
they 
were unnecessarily 
alarm ing themselves, as he did not 
think the British were serious in their 
intention* of coming to W ashington 
Fortunately Mr. Pleasonton was of a 
different opinion, and observed that It 
was the part of prudence to toke meas 
urea to preserve these valuable paper* 
of the revolutionary government. Had 
Mr 
Plea-Oilton delayed but a few 
days. had he followed the advice of 
the secretary of war. an Irreparable 
lo*-, would have liven sustained 
For 
the pa|»er.s which Mr, Pleasonton had 
placed in the coarse linen bags com 
prised the secret Journals of congress. 
then uot published; the correspondence 
of General W ashington, his commis­ 
sion. resigned nf the close of th** war; 
the correspondence of General Greene 
aud other officers of the Revolution, as 
well as laws. treaties and correspond­ 
ence of the departm ent of state from 
the adoption of the constitution down 
to th if finn* 
Mr 
P le a s ,*ntoo had the bags carted 
t<* a grist mill, which he selected as a 
suitable depository. 
The mill. which 
wa* unoccupied, 
belonged to 
Edgar 
Patterson and 
was situated on the 
Virginia side of the Potomac, lieyotid 
the i ‘bain bridge, tw o miles nbove 
Georgetown.

and burned to the ground. 
When he returned to W ashington on 
the 2dth he found the public buildings 
still burning and learned that the B rit­ 
ish arm y had evacuated the city th e 
preceding evening In the liellef that 
the Americana were again assembling 
In the rear for the purpose of ru ttin g 
off their r e tr e a t—K ansas City Times.

GROWING ALFALFA. 
A reader of these notes who h ts suc­ 
ceeded In establishing a very thrifty 
three acre patch of alfalfa In n lati­ 
tude and section 
where practically 
none of the legum e bas been thus far 
grown gives us some account of the 
method he followed, and w e present It 
here In the Idea that it may bs helpful 
to some who have not had any experi­ 
ence with It. 
The patch In question 
had been in clover which w as ma­ 
nured lo the spring and planted to 
corn the year before the alfalfa w as 
sowed. 
In the fall the corn waa har­ 
vested, and the follow ing spring tbs 
patch w as left until about June U 
•chon it w as plowed, follow ing the ap­ 
plication of about seven tons of ma 
nure per acre. 
It was made Ane with 
a harrow and dragged at Intervals to 
germ inate and destroy weed seed until 
the first week In August, when the 
seed was sown at the rate of tw enty 
pounds per acre. 
Our friend broad­ 
casted this, but la of the opinion that 
with a rather dry surface soil the drill­ 
ing of the seed would give better ger­ 
mination. 
He further states that he 
did not take the precaution o f Inocu­ 
lating the seed or soil. hut believes It 
would be well worth w hits to do so. 
H e made two cuttings of this alfalfa 
last season, made one the middle of 
June this year and w ill make a second 
la a few days. 
The patch yielded bet­ 
ter than tw o tons per acre the first 
cutting, 
when 
timothy 
and 
clover 
m eadows in the neighborhood w ere 
yielding a scant three-quarters o f a ton 
of hay per acre. 
Our friend harvested 
no other crop from the patch the sea­ 
son when he started the patch, but be­ 
lieves sow ing on a well manured sat 
-rubble from which the grain has Jnst 
been removed would give even better 
results than the plan be followed, aa 
it would not result in the loss o f a crop 
and the weed trouble would be ne 
worse. 
In addition to the points men­ 
tioned. it Is well to make note o f tw o 
or three others factors on which suc­ 
cess In grow ing alfalfa depends. 
Ons 
of these I* a well drained subsoil la 
which the water table does not lls 
nearer than five or six feet to the sur­ 
face. 
A porous subsoil Is preferable, 
hut It should not be gravelly. 
If pos­ 
sible jioultry should have the range of 
the alfalfa patch, a* In a dry year 
granshopjiers nre very llksly to gobble 
the young plants. 
Sometimes tb s sol! 
may he sour, In which case It should 
t*e *weetened by the application o f two 
or three tons of ground lim estone per 
acre disked In before sow ing the seed. 
Good seed costs a round price, but nev­ 
er thelen* nothing but the best should 
be used. for In the long run It is econ­ 
omy. 
The growing of alfalfa la not 
difficult lf a few sim ple directions ars 
followed. 
We believe the benefits ac­ 
com panying the growing o f It h avs not 
I ie gun to be appreciated In a great 
many sections where Its fertility ro­ 
stering mission Is badly needed.

Indiana exfieriment station at Purdas 
ha* carried on feeding tests with Mi­ 
lage for sei era! years past and has

the data gathered. 
Among fact* which should be of value 
to every feeder of steers. It w as found 
t tist when corn silage was added to a 
ration of shelled corn, cottonseed meal 
and clover hay tbs result w#s a mort 
rapid a* well as a cheaper gain and 
n higher flnNb on the cattle; that cat­ 
tie fed corn Milage shed their costs 
earlier In the Mitring; that a smaller 
quantity of grain waa consumed when 
Milage was fed. that steers receiving 
cottonseed meal and corn silage fatten­ 
ed more rapidly, na laired leas finish 
distributed the fat more evenly aud 
brought a higher marker price than 
sim ilar cattle tost did not receive the 
two feeds, 
in feeding o|ierat1or.s car­ 
ried on during the winter of 1908-9 
it wa* found that corn had the fol­ 
lowing values when ted In com bina­ 
tion with the following feeds: 
With 
( lover bay. 73.1 cents; with clover hay 
and cottonseed meal. 79.3; with clover 
buy. cottonseed meal and corn silage, 
K5.8 cents, and with cottonseed meal 
and corn silage. 96 7 cents per bushel.

Iii the putting up of corn, lf one doss 
not wtnb to run the risk of canning, 
an excellent method Is cooking tbs 
corn on the cob for about twenty min­ 
utes. cutting from cob. than mixing 
salt with the corn at the rate of one 
1 part to four of corn and packing In 
often stone jars, covering with cloth 
j and plate, as one would salted cucum­ 
ber pickles, 
Such pickled corn has te 
bs freshen? I. but the tenderness and 
flavor are preserved very well In th# 
process.
